in War Tax Bill. 


Say Money Squandered on 
Free-Trade Documents. 


Criticised 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.— During 
debate on the war revenue bill in 
the House today Representative 
Fordney of Michigan in charge on 
the Republican side launched a 
joint attack on President Wilson 
and George Creel. 

The President, Mr. Fordney de- 
clared, was the only official of the 
government for whom politics had 
not been adjourned. Mr. Creel, he 
charged, was circulating, free trade 
tariff literature through the Com- 
mittee on Public Information. 

“At a time Uke this,” said he, 
“when the people are called upon 
to contribute to the point of com- 
plaining their money is spent for 
political clap-trap.” 

Attacks on Mr. Cree bureau 
rained from the Republican side, 
but it was defended by the Demo- 
crats. 

Criticiem of the bill by the Re- 
publican spokesman occupied most 
of the time in the general debate. 

Inequalities and inconsistencies 
in levying taxes, characterized as 
unnecessarily high and charges of 
waste in government expenditures 
were the principal complaints made 
In speeches by Representatives 
Fordney of Michigan and Moore of 
Pennsylvania. Both promised ‘to 
vote for the bill despite their criti- 


cisms. 

Hearings by the Senate Finance 
Committee on the bill, resumed to- 
day, were confined’ to objections 
to minor provisions. 


ALLEGES EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Excessive taxation and a failure 
to raise tariff rates were empha- 
sized by Representative ry sy 
who said the bill proposed to 
cure 45 per cent. of this * 
actual expenditures (18,000,000, 
000 exclusive of Allied loans) by 
taxation. As alleged extravagance 
in expenditures, Mr. Fordney cited 
government contracts, some he said 
netting profits up to 1000 per cent. 

There were touches of politics in 
today’s discussion. While partisan- 
ship had not entered into framing 


the bill, Representative Fordney 
charged that President Wilson 
“alone has shown partisan polt- 


ties and Mr. Moore said the Re- 
publican minority was helpless in 
framing the bill. 

Among instances of alleged. waste 
of government money, Representa-. 
tive Fordney included certain pub- 
lications issued by Chairman Creel 
of the Committee on Public Infor- 
mation, who, he said, should be 
“kicked gut.” 

Urging an investigation of gov- 
ernment contracts which includes 
taxes on contractors’ ex p 
resentative Madden Of Illinois de- 
clared they are “not only an out- 
rage, but also an iniquity and the 
sooner investigated the better.” 

Suggestions by Mr. Moore for a 
tax of $3 a bale on cotton stirred 
up members from the cotton States. 
Representative Hardy of Texas pro- 
tested that wheat and corn were not 
taxed and Representative Criep of 
Georgia declared cotton growers 
were patriotic enough to pay a tax, 
but it would be unfortunate. 

Mr. Moore replied that the gov- 
ernment was controlling prices of 
wheat, corn and other agricultural 
products and ought to tax cotton to 


equalize conditions. Steel, he said, 
already was heavily taxed. 
WILSON’S HAND. 

Representative Moore, citing 


President Wilson's revenue address 
tc Congress, said the President's 
hand in the preparation of the bill 
is plainly evident.” 

“There was little else for the Re- 
1 minority to do but to help 

good faith to bring in a bill as 
free from injustice and inequalities 
as could be obtained under existing 
conditions,” he said. “It would not 
have come to the House in its pres- 
ent form if the responsibility had 
rested upon a Republican adminis- 
tration.” 

In the committee’s work, he said. 
there were “several kinds of Demo- 
crats—the ‘eat em alive’ variety 
and the ‘go slow’ brand,” and “an 


administration or treasury wing” 
whose radical! was tempered by 
discussion. 


Facility in floating Liberty Loans, 

he said, apparently was responsible 
for abandonment of plans to place 
a heavier surtax on unearned in- 
comes and also for failure to make 
a greater increase in larger income 
changes, he con- 
tended, discriminate against men 
with smaller incomes and hamper 
their purchase of Liberty Bonds, 
largely left to extremely wealthy 
men. 
“If this bill by raising the nor- 
mal income tax,” he said, “and re- 
ducing in proportion the higher 
surtaxes, will have the effect of pre- 
venting the masses from purchas- 
ing Liberty Bonds, it may not be 
Satisfactory to its framers.” 


CITES INEQUALITIES. 


As an inequality he cited that 78 
per cent. of all corporation and in- 
come taxes in 1916 were paid by ten 
Northern, Mid-northern and West- 
ern States. 

“We might suggest,” he added, 
“that the administration received 
its strongest political support from 
ten States which pay but one-fifth 
of the taxes. 

“It is undeniably true that the 
Northern States are most heavily 
taxed.” 

Voicing one Republican dom- 
plaint against the bill, Representa- 
tive Fordney declared: “This is the 
first time in history that a nation 
at wer did not increase its import 
duties.” 

“Now is the most appropriate 
ime for tariff for revenue,” said 
e “Great Britain, the great free- 
trade country, is collecting $10.70 
per capita for its 45,000,000 people 
and we are collecting but $1.72. 

“You Democrats take orders from 
the White House and we follow 
good legislation,“ he added, in con- 
trasting legislative programmes. 

“The Republicans have as loyally 
supported the government as have 
Democrats,” continued Mr. 
Fordney, turning to a recent speech 
of Representative Ferrie of Oki 
homa, whom he quoted as saying 
Republicang support war measures 
“because they fear they'll get hell 
if they didn't.

| HUN RESISTANCE FAILS. 
{Resume by the Awsociated Presa | 
The Germans have markedly 
stiffened their resistance against 
the Allied armies from the re- 
gion of Arras to Rheims, but 
their efforts to ward off further 
encroachments into the territory 
they are holding have failed. 
All along the front German 
artillery is in action. Neverthe- 
less the British have dug more 
deeply into the sector southwest 
of Cambral, capturing important 
positions on the four-mile front 
between the Havrincourt Wood
